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In  The  News 


Although  it  was  very  newsworthy,  1989/90  will  be  remem- 
bered as  a  year  of  disaster  and  heartbreak.  Last  winter  the 
largest  oil  spill  in  United  States  history  dirtied  Alaska's 
shores  when  the  Exxon  Valdez  ran  aground,  releasing  millions  of 
gallons  of  crude  oil  into  Prince  William  Sound.  Environmental  ex- 
perts say  that  the  impact  of  the  spill  will  be  felt  by  the  wildlife  for 
years  to  come.  In  the  Spring,  President  Bush  met  with  world  leaders 
at  the  Economic  Summit  in  Paris  to  discuss  such  pressing  issues  as 
the  Third  World's  debts,  terrorism,  drugs,  and  East/West  relations. 
In  late  May  and  early  June,  Chinese  students  in  Bejing  staged  a 
protest  for  democracy,  asking  their  government  for  social  freedom 
and  an  end  to  official  corruption.  Their  efforts  were  met  with  gunfire 
in  Tienanmen  Square  as  the  Chinese  government  declared  martial 
law.  In  July  a  United  Airlines  DC-10  crashed  before  completing  an 
emergency  landing  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  killing  111  of  the  296  people 
on  board.  A  running  story  throughout  the  spring  was  the  allegations 
that  Cincinatti  Reds  Manager  Pete  Rose  had  bet  on  his  own  team. 
Although  he  was  banned  from  the  game  for  life  last  summer,  he  is 
still  eligible  for  election  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  1992  since  he  has 
broken  Ty  Cobb's  hit  record  of  4,191.  On  September  22,  Charleston, 
South  Carolina  was  devasted  by  Hurricane  Hugo,  which  prompted 
Congress  to  approve  its  largest  disaster  relief  package  ever,  $1.1 
billion,  for  the  victims.  Less  than  a  month  later,  San  Francisco  was 
shaken  by  an  earthquake  that  registered  7.0  on  the  Richter  scale. 
The  second  deadliest  in  the  nation's  history,  it  killed  62  people  and 
injured  hundreds,  carving  in  bridges  and  freeways,  igniting  fires, 
and  causing  widespread  damage  to  buildings.
